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Britain.” His pal Ali said: “There are 
hundreds of us here in France who have 
come up from Iraq in recent months. 

“We want a new life in Britain. We have 
been told there are opportunities for us 
there. 

“And there are thousands more who will 
come. We don’t care if we get kicked out 
because we will come back.” 

As well as the Iraqis there are many 
hundreds more from across the world. 

And, like the Iraqis, they have no plans 
to find work. Virtually everyone we talked 
to said they are hoping to live on benefits 
before studying. 

Typical was Ahmed, 17, from Nacarak in 
Afghanistan, who told us: “I want to go to 
England to study and make my life. 

“You cannot study in Afghanistan — it is 
difficult. 

“So every day we try to get to England by 
lorry and by ship.” 

Ahmed told us there are at least 100 of 
his countrymen in Calais, all trying to do 
the same as him. 

Many hundreds more were hiding in 
derelict areas and woodland areas around 
Calais. They stay off the streets because 


they fear the French police — who catch 
them, beat them, then drive them out of 
town. 

But they always walk straight back to 
Calais, because they are so determined to 
get to England. 

None of the asylum seekers we spoke to 
would give precise details of how they 
planned to make their break for British 
shores. 

None seemed to have any money to bribe 
people to take them. 


Deported 


But they did admit that hiding in lorries 
and stowing away on boats were two of the 
options they were considering. 

And a significant number must be 
succeeding because Piotr Kaziora, 20, a 
Pole who is helping feed the asylum seek- 
ers at the lunchtime soup kitchen, said the 
faces he sees there change all the time. 

“Some people go to England,” he said. 
“But more arrive here every day to replace 
them. 

“One of the men went to England once 
and was deported. He went a second time 
and was deported. The third time, he 


hasn’t come back -so I think he must have 
made it in.” 

And the asylum seekers are not all men. 
Ametay, 30, was with her husband 
Michael, 22, from Eritrea and she told us 
that there are about 30 immigrant women 
hiding in Calais. 

There is also widespread unrest between 
the different nationalities. 

Abbas, 25, from the war-torn African 
country of Somalia, has been in Calais for 
two months. He told us: “There are more 
coming —- more Kurds and Iraqis. The 
Kurdish people come here today — and 
tomorrow they will be gone to England. 

“The white and Arab people get across 
quickly but the black people like me don’t. 
Some are here for five months.” 

And Piotr, the Polish volunteer, told us 
that the day before we arrived, trouble 
broke out at the kitchen when a gang of 
Afghan men beat up a group of Somalians 
and stole their food. 

Nevertheless, they all persist in follow- 
ing their dream of a new life in the UK. 

“Tam not happy now,” said Ametay. “But 
there will be happiness afterwards in 
England.”

But it took them three 
years to realise their feelings for each 
other and finally become a couple.

m EVERY day, clerics 
throughout Britain 
are carrying out 
exorcisms. 

And one church 
minister in the south of 
England — charged with 
tackling the influence of 
evil spirits — says it has 
gone on for 2,000 years. 

Speaking exclusively to 
the Daily Star Sunday on 
condition of anonymity, 
he said: “Like Jesus, we 
don’t go looking for evil 
spirits but when they 
manifest themselves we 
face them. 

“This side of our 
work is not 
uncommon.

And already some religious groups 
have complained to movie bosses. 
A source at makers New Line 
Cinema said: “There are some very 
angry people but it is a true story. 
They say that when the film opens 


they will call for it to be boycotted. 
But Terrence Malick, the director, is 
unworried by the fury and reckons 
people won’t stay away.” 

Actress Q’orianka has also backed 
Malick. She said: “There is a romantic 
relationship between my character 
and Colin’s but it’s so tastefully done. 

“The director captures a certain 
innocence and purity. It’s so beautiful 
to watch.” 

Farrell, 29, said: “I don’t even know 
if I’m in it. PII have to wait and see the 
final cut.” 

Perfectionist Malick, 61, is said to 
be still tinkering with the movie.
